States public health service as soon 
as p ractical conditions can be devis­ 
ed. 
I'nder the law health surgeons 
are emp owered to insp ect all trains 
and rep« *rt on the conditions they find. 
Rep orts show 
that filthy conditions 
p revail in a huge nu m b e r of p assen 
gcr cars and stations.

try. 
Railroads will be ordered to change 
the equip ment of their trains as soon 
as the public health service can m ak e 
regulations. 
Heavy fines m ay be i n­ 
flicted for all violations of such regu­ 
lations.
